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To Preserve the (tome. 
Representatives of eight states, in­ 
cluding Minnesota, met in Chicago 
on Tuesday for the purpose of agree­ 
ing upon legislation the coming win­ 
ter affecting the game interests of 
the northwest. The result of the 
conference was unanimous for a 
stringent law forbidding shooting of 
any kind between January 1st and 
September 1st. A resolution against 
cold storage of game was also 
adopted, the proposition being made 
because so long as it is legal to keep 
game out of season game will be 
killed and sneaked in to the cold 
storage firms, and once there there 
is no identifying it, and the prohibi­ 
tion of the cold storage proposition 
will have a beneficial effect. 
It was 
also decided to impose a game license 
on hunters, a small fee for residents 
and a proportionate larger amount 
for visitors from other states. 
It 
was further agreed that all the game 
wardens should work in concert, and 
that laws should be sought by which 
a warden in any of the states should 
be agent for them all, so that game 
from Minnesota, for instance, in 
Illinois should be subject to seizure 
by the Illinois wardens.

Au English coroner has recently de 
non need a distinguished English physi­ 
cian for proclaiming publicly the facil­ 
ities for secret homicidal poisoning 
which have been afforded by the ad­ 
vancement of modern medical science. 
The offender is Sir James fi)r loll ton 
Browne, M. D., and the manner of his 
offending was the delivery of an ad­ 
dress on poisons and poison legislation 
before the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Great Britain. Tho speaker pointed out 
that notwithstanding the remarkable 
progress of toxicology nod tho vast in­ 
crease in the number und variety of 
deadly agents at the crim inal's disposal, 
the poisoners of today for tho most part 
used the same poisons as those by 
whioh murder was oftenest accom­ 
plished in old timos. 
Of theso arsonic has boon employed 
more frequently than any other poison. 
That it should have been preferred by 
murderers two or three or four centuries 
ago is not strange, for then it was very 
difficult of detection iii tho body of the 
victim, but now that science can ascer­ 
tain almost unerringly whether arsenio 
has been administered or not it would 
seem natural that poisoners should seek 
the aid of some less easily traceable 
agent for tho accomplishment of their 
nefarious 
designs. 
Nevertheless the 
great m ajority of these criminals every­ 
where still resort to arsenio as their fa­ 
vorite woapon. 
This far t is still moro remarkable 
when we consider that male poisoners 
are mostly medical men. 
Women and 
medical men, snys Sir James Crichton 
Browne, are the Glasses which have sup­ 
plied the most numerous und most no­ 
torious poisoners. 
Wliero they do not 
employ arsenio they administer some 
other poison whioh can be detected a1 
most as certain'ly. 
Upon this point Sir 
James Orichton Browne says: 
“ One wool d have thought that med­ 
ical men, wi th their knowledge of drugs 
and oomma'ud over them, would have 
been able 
ring the changes iii an iu 
finite vari ety <5f ways and to employ 
alkaloidal and other organic poisons in 
such a m anner aud in such combinations 
as to perplex the clinical observer, baffle 
the pathologists and set at naught the 
skill cfi tho analyst; but not so. 
With 
w hat ‘might almost be called infatuation 
they have all but invariably worked on 
it! m a old grooves and carefully pre­ 
pared a net for their own engagement. 
For the most part they have trusted to 
the inorganic poisons, which, owing to 
their unalterable character, ease of 
purification and definiteness of reaction, 
can be identified in ’the body with 
mathematical certainty, aud wheu an 
alkaloid has been essayed it bas been 
strychnia, which of all tho alkaloids in 
unalterability und definiteness of reac 
tion approaches most closely to the in 
organic poisons, aud to which, too, very 
conclusive physiological tests can be ap 
plied. The rarer and more fugacious 
alkaloids, whioh I am not even going to 
name and whioh wheu detected it would, 
be impossible to affirm might not be 
putrefactive products—ptomaines, al 
bnminoses and peptones which result 
from the decomposition of the tissues or 
of ingested food—have us far as wu 
know never been tried, aud even nice 
tine, the most widely diffused of alka 
loids, with which, I suppose, a third of 
the population is always poisoned more 
or leas, bas not been resorted to with 
premeditated malice except in one case 
—that of Count Bocarue, who poisoned! 
with it in five minutes his wife’s broth 
er, Fougniea, although in the body of 
a murdered smoker it might well pass 
aa a relio of the pipe or cigarette. " 
The fault found by the English coin 
ner with Sir James Criohton Browne is 
that he bas disclosed possibilities of 
secret criminal poisoning of which the 
world at largo was not previously aware 
and has thus virtually put into the 
murderer's hand many now and terrible 
instrumentalities of death. Learning of 
this kind, be suys, is a very dangerous 
thing, and the less we have of it the 
better. 
In behalf of the author of the 
address, however, it may be said, on 
the other Laud, that the increase iii tho 
number cf now poisons, whose action 
is difficul t to identify or trace, is a 
scientific fact with which every cdu 
coted physician of the present day is 
well acquainted and that laymen should 
not remain unaware of tho existence of 
tho 
deadly agencies which modern 
chemical 
science 
aud 
pathological 
science have placed within the reach of 
the skilled poisoner. 
In the opinion of .Sir James Crichton 
Browne the recent multiplication of or­ 
ganic poisons “ which may be used with 
absolute impunity as regards detection’' 
should not lead us to expect a like mul­ 
tiplication in the cases of criminal 
poisoning. “ Whatever the future—the 
remote futuro—muy bring forth," be 
says, “ it is certain that fur a long time 
to come a large majority of poisoners 
will cliug to old methods and stake 
their necks on arsenio, antimony and 
strychnine. 
For 
one 
bacteriological 
Mephistopheles who can possess himself 
of a microbic poison and use it dexter­ 
ously, there will be at least a dozen 
despicable wretches who will take what 
comes to hand most readily iii common 
life and blunder with it egregiously." 
Thus it seems that conservatism even 
in criminal poisoning is a good thing.— 
New York Sun.

realization of the exact state of affairs 
in Havana, and the immediate danger 
of another such outbreak which per­ 
haps might run into the proportions of 
a riot and cost many Innocent lives. 
V itll only a small force of American 
soldiers in H avana province, and those 
removed at such a distance from the 
city as to make it difficult of access in 
time to be of service to the American 
element in 
the city, now swollen to 
large proportions 
by the advent of 
many hundred commercial 
men and 
others seeking opportunities 
for em­ 
ployment, the necessity for some pro­ 
tection was apparent. To increase the 
num ber of soldiers materially is not 
easy in view of the difficulty of trans­ 
porting them as well as providing for 
them when they reach Cuba, but tile 
navy department now is always ready 
aud it was decided to hasten the ships 
named to H avana to form a formida­ 
ble bulwark against any anarchic out­ 
breaks that might 
occur before the 
completion of the American 
occupa­ 
tion of the city. 
The Texas is a full- 
fledged armor-clad and might stand a 
deal of pounding even from the heav­ 
iest fortifications; the Brooklyn, with 
her protective system, can be rated as 
even better than the New York, of the 
same type; the Castine is an efficient, 
though small, gunboat, and the Reso­ 
lute is a

merchantman 
w ith a battery large enough to make 
ber formidable.

Brooke 
has 
arrived in Washington 
from Fortress Monroe and was closet­ 
ed for more than an hour iii consulta­ 
tion with Secretary Alger.

the White House, and 
when he returned to the w ar depart­ 
ment it, was formally announced that 
the president had designated him to be 
military governor 
of

The new post carries with it 
the control over the military and civil 
branches of the island formerly exer­ 
cised b> the captain general under the 
Spanish regime. Each of the six prov­ 
inces of Cuba will have its own mili­ 
tary governor, just as Gen. Wood is 
now military governor,of tile province 
of Santiago, but all of these will re­ 
ceive their instructions directly from 
Maj. Gen. Brooke, who is iii supreme 
authority of the island. 
Thus, in Ila 
vana, Gen. Ludlow will be governor of 
the city, but answerable to Gen. Lee, 
the governor of the province of H a­ 
vana. who, in turn, will Th* auswera 
hie to Maj. Gen. Broche, the governor 
of the island. 
In answer to a question as to when 
lie intended to assume his new duties, 
Gen. Brooke 
replied 
that lie would 
proceed to Havana and take charge 
just as soon as in* could organize his 
staff and forces.
